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The Rev. George Richard Millard, Rec- 
tor of Christ Church, Alameda, since 1951, 
was elected Suffragan Bishop of the Dio- 
cese of California on the third ballot of a 
Special electing Convention held Saturday, 
November 7. 

The election was described by some as 
an “upset” victory, since Mr. Millard’s 
name had not been submitted by the off- 
cial nominating committee of the Diocese. 
Unlike previous nominating committees 
in recent years, the nominating committee 
appointed for the November election had 
submitted only one name, that of the Rev. 
Charles M. Guilbert, Rector of St. Cle- 
ment’s Church in Berkeley. 

The nomination of Mr. Millard was 
made from the floor by the Rev. Wilfred 
Hodgkin, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Wal- 
nut Creek. It was seconded by Mr. Donald 
Carlson, Warden of All Saints’ Church, San 
Francisco, and by Mr. William A. Moss, 
delegate from Christ Church, Alameda. 

The Rev. Mr. Millard took a command- 
ing lead in the clergy order on the first 
ballot, although he trailed slightly in the 
voting among the lay delegates. Also, in 
the race at the first ballot were the Rev. 
Lansing Kempton, Rector of Trinity 
Church, Portland, Oregon, who was with- 
drawn by his supporters after the second 
ballot and the Rev. Walter McNeil, Arch- 
deacon of the Diocese of Olympia, Wash- 
ington, who drew a small scattering of 
votes on each of the three ballots. On the 
final ballot, with 63 clergy votes and 187 
lay votes necessary to elect, the Rev. Mr. 
Millard drew 87 clergy votes and 256 lay 
votes to win in what was later described 
as a “landslide.” 

While technically the Rev. Mr. Millard

was elected on the third ballot, the Rev.

Canon 
Guilbert rose to a point of personal privi- 
lege and asked for the final unanimous 
vote, saying “I want to tell Mr. Millard 
publicly what I have already told him pri- 
vately, namely, that he will have my com- 


plete and unqualified support in his Epis- 
copate.” Convention gave Canon Guilbert 
a rising ovation upon the passage of his 
motion. 

Immediately after the election Bishop 
Pike described himself as “extremely 
pleased” with the results of the election 
and indicated that he will assign to the 
Rev. Mr. Millard jurisdiction over the

GEORGE HEDLEY ORDAINED BY BISHOP PIKE 


FOR ‘DUAL MINISTRY’ AT MILLS COLLEGE 


A tangible opportunity to confirm the 
relationship between Christian Churches 
and between their ministries was afforded 
by the service held Sunday, November 1, 
All Saints’ Day, at the Chapel of Mills 
College. At that time the Rt. Rev. James A. 
Pike, Bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of 
California, extended episcopal orders to 
the Rev. George Hedley, Chaplain of Mills 
College and a Methodist minister. Episco- 
pal orders stand in the historic succession, 
going behind the Reformation to the times 
of the early Christian Church. 

Functioning under a Canon of the Epis- 
copal Church not frequently used and, as 
required under that Canon, with the con- 


sent of Bishop Donald H. Tippett of the 
San Francisco area of The Methodist 
Church, Bishop Pike ordained Dr. Hedley 
to the priesthood at the same time, by a 
specific declaration in connection with the 
service, “recognizing the ministry which 
he has already received” leaving him a 
minister of The Methodist Church and 
under its discipline. Under the Canon in 
question, Dr. Hedley did not thereby be- 
come a member of the Episcopal Church 
nor of its ministry. 

The immediate purpose of this ordina- 
tion, which was consented to by the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese of California 
upon the application of Chaplain Hedley, 


Bishop Pike Speaks 
At Reformation Service 


Bishop Pike was speaker at Reformation 
Day services which were held at the First 
Methodist Church in San Jose at 3:30 p.m. 
on Sunday, November 1. Reformation Day 
is traditionally held in the non-Roman 
churches on the Sunday nearest to the date 
of the famous “nailing of the theses” to the 
church door by Martin Luther which has 
been taken as the traditional symbol of 
the beginning of the Reformation. 

The Bishop’s appearance was sponsored 
by the San Jose Council of Churches and 
featured a choir of more than 100 voices 
directed by William Erlendson, Choir Di- 
rector for Trinity Church in San Jose. The 
Rector of Trinity Church, as well as other 
clergy from the area took part in the 
service. 


is to implement more fully the ecumenical 
ministry of Dr. Hedley as the official Chap- 
lain of Mills College. 

A larger purpose of the ordination is to 
impress on the local scene the basis of 
Church unity underlying the integration of 
the ministries contemplated, for example, 
by mutual agreement of the several 
churches in Ceylon, North India and Pakis- 
tan. The proposed plans received the gen- 
eral approval of the Lambeth Conference 
in 1958 (the decennial gathering of Angli- 
can Archbishops and Bishops throughout 
the world) on whose Committee on 
Church Unity Bishop Pike served. These 
plans for unity have also been approved 
by the other bodies involved — Method- 
ists, Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Bap- 
tists. 

Dr. Hedley has been Chaplain at Mills 
College and Professor of Economics and 
Sociology since 1940. Born in Tientsien, 
China, he was educated in China, England 
and the United States, taking degrees from 
the University of Southern California, 
Maclay School of Religion, and the Pacific 
School of Religion, where he earned his 
doctorate. Prior to coming to Mills, he 
taught at the College of Puget Sound, the 
Pacific School of Religion and Hartford 
Theological Seminary. He is the author 
of numerous books, pamphlets, and articles. 

Participants in the service on All Saints’ 
Day were the Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, 
Dean of the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific, who was presenter and epis- 
toler; the Rev. Robert Challinor, Rector of 
St. Andrew's Episcopal Church, Oakland, 
and Episcopal Chaplain to Mills College, 
who was gospeller, and the Rev. Canon 
Trevor A. Hoy, Director of Education of 
the Episcopal Diocese of California, who 
was litanist.

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Dr. Cooke to Speak 
At Council Banquet 


Dr. Lesley E. Cooke, of Geneva, will be 
speaker at the annual meeting of the 
Northern California-Nevada Council of 
Churches to be held January 21 at Scottish 
Rite Auditorium in Oakland. Announce- 
ment of Dr. Cooke’s appearance was made 
by the Rev. Paul K. Shelford, Executive 
Director of the Council of Churches, who 
said that the meeting would be a dinner 
meeting beginning at 6:30 p.m. Dr. Cooke 
was for seven years Generai Secretary of 
the Congregational Union of England and 
Wales and has been an Associate General 
Secretary of the World Council of 
Churches since 1955. He is Director of 
the Division of Inter-Church aid and serv- 
ice to refugees and in this post is in charge 
of a vast relief and resettlement program 
operating in 45 countries. In 1956 alone, 
Dr. Cooke's organization was instrumental 
in resettling more than 28,000 refugees in 
many parts of the world. Previous to ac- 
cepting his position, Dr. Cooke was wide- 
ly known as one of Great Britain’s out- 
standing preachers and was also widely 
known for his writings. In his former role, 
Dr. Cooke was Chief Executive Officer of 
the Congregational denomination in Great 
Britain, responsible for the administration 
of 3,250 individual churches. 


SRMA Cadet to Receive 
DAR Honor Medal 


On December 6 at 4:00 p.m. on the 
parade ground of the San Rafael Military 
Academy the outstanding cadet of the 
lower school will be honored by the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. At that 
time Mrs. John Hellman, Regent of El 
Marinaro Chapter, D.A.R., will present a 
medal to the cadet of the sixth, seventh, or 
eighth grade who most nearly typifies their 
standards of promptness, politeness, pa- 
triotism, academic achievements, and 
soldierlyness. The recipient is picked by 
the staff of the academy and announce- 
ment is withheld until the day of the pres- 
entation. 


This is an annual award. The decoration 
will be awarded at a parade and review at 
which the D.A.R. representative and the 
honored cadet are in the reviewing party. 
In the spring El Marinaro Chapter awards 
a similar medal to the outstanding cadet of 
the Upper School. The winner of the Lower 
School award for 1958 was Julio Jimenez 
of Guatemala.

“SHIRES HALL’ NEW SEMINARY BUILDING 


The board of trustees of the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific ( Episcopal ) , 
Berkeley, has named the new library-aca- 
demic building being completed this 
month, “Shires Hall.” 


The building is named in honor of the 
Rt. Rev. Henry H. Shires, archdeacon of 
the Diocese of California, who served as 
dean of the seminary until 1950 when he 
became Suffragan Bishop of the diocese. 


To make way for this $450,000 structure, 
the former residence of Bishop and Mrs. 
Shires, also known as Shires Hall, had to 
be torn down. 


The new building is located near the 
northeast corner of the seminary property 
in Berkeley, fronting on Ridge Road. A 
newly surfaced parking lot separates the 
building from Euclid Avenue. 


Shires Hall, built by Dinwiddie & Co., 
is the first building in a development pro- 
gram designed by Skidmore, Owings and 
Merrill, a San Francisco architectural firm. 
The construction of the other buildings 
will begin when money is available from 
a fund drive to be conducted in the Eighth 
(West Coast) Province of the Episcopal 
Church. 

When completed, the new campus will 
provide educational facilities for 250 men 
as compared with a possible peak enroll- 
ment of 160 today. 


Dean Sherman E. Johnson of CDSP said 
that Shires Hall was occupied early in 


NAMED TO HONOR RETIRED SUFFRAGAN 


November. Seminarians transferred books 
from the present library on October 29 and 
30. The entire student body worked in 
the afternoons to accomplish the task. 


When the books were moved, the stu- 
dents had a library that will accommodate 
about 100 men as compared with the for- 
mer small building with seats for 16. 


As soon as the books are moved, the 
present library will be joined to the chapel 
to enlarge this central building to a capacity 
of 175 students. That is expected to be 
completed by the beginning of the spring 
semester in February. 


Dean Shires was the third dean of 
CDSP. Under his guidance the seminary 
began to grow as one of the important 
divinity schools of the Episcopal church. 
Serving the Pacific Basin, it is the only 
Episcopal seminary west of the Rocky 
Mountains. 


CDSP was founded in 1893 and began 
operation on the San Francisco Peninsula, 
moving within a short time to San Fran- 
cisco. There it operated on the site of Grace 
Cathedral where the present School of the 
Prophets is conducted. 


It was moved to Berkeley in 1925. At 
first classes were held in the old Shires Hall 
and then Gibbs Hall was built and later 
the Chapel. Since that time the school has 
acquired four ex-fraternity houses in the 
block which are used for dormitory and 
classroom space. 
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WILLIAM WRIGHT ELECTED FOR NEVADA; 
CANON KELLOGG TO DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Two missionary Bishops were elected 
for the Church by the 107th meeting of 
the House of Bishops held in Cooperstown, 
New York in late October. Those elected 
at an executive session were: Dr. William 
G. Wright, Director of the Home Depart- 
ment of the Episcopal Church's National 
Council to be Missionary Bishop of the 
Missionary District of Nevada; the Rev. 
Canon Paul A. Kellogg of St. John the 
Baptist Cathedral of San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, as first Bishop of the newly created 
Missionary District of the Dominican Re- 
public. 

Dr. Wright, 55, will succeed the Rt. 
Rev. William Fisher Lewis as Bishop of 
Nevada. Bishop Lewis recently was elected 
Coadjutor Bishop of Olympia and will suc- 
ceed to the Diocesan post when the Rt. 
Rev. Stephen F. Bayne leaves Olympia in 
January to become Executive Officer of the 
Anglican Communion. A graduate of the 
University of Illinois and General Theo- 
logical Seminary, Dr. Wright has directed 
the Home Department since 1953. In this 
position he has been in general charge of 
the Church’s work among racial minori-

He has 
been Canon at St. John the Baptist Cathe- 
dral, San Juan, Puerto Rico, since early 
this year. He has also served as Rector of 
Christ Church, Dover, Delaware, Curate 
of the Church of the Messiah, Glen Falls, 
New York, Rector, Church of the Cross, 
Ticonderoga, New York and Vicar of St. 
Paul’s Church, Camden, Delaware. Canon 
Kellogg is married to the former Helen 
Burhans Foote and they have two children. 


SHARES THOUGHTS ON “CHURCH UNITY’ 


Archbishop Iakovos, head of the Greek 
Orthodox Church of North and South 
America, addressed the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church at their meet- 
ing at Cooperstown, New York in October 
on “The Role of the Ecumenical Patriar- 
chate and the work of the Holy Orthodox 
Church for Church unity throughout the 
world.” During the course of his address 
the Archbishop said “the reunion of the 
Churches will not come as a result of a 
minimum doctrinal agreement, nor will it 
come by concessions or by compromises of 
a sacramental or ritualistic nature.” 

“The ‘Union of Churches’ is, in a sense, 
already in existence. If all Christian 
Churches believe in Christ, it is Christ who 
unifies us. Any other union would be su- 
perfluous. What is needed more than any- 
thing else for the ecclesiastical reunion of 
which we speak today is: the unity of our 
heart; the fortification of respect and trust 
in our relationship; a united front on the 
face of the disturbing domestic interna- 
tional issues; and humble witnessing for 
Christ in the total giving of ourselves to 
the service of His Gospel.” In addition 
to his role as head of the Greek Orthodox 
Church on this Continent, Archbishop 


Iakovos is a President of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches. A naturalized citizen of 
the United States, he was born Dimitrios 
A. Coucouziz on the Island of Imbros, Tur- 
key, in 1911. Of Greek ancestry, he first 
came to the United States in 1939. He was 
Dean of the Greek Orthodox Cathedral in 
Boston, Mass., at the time he was named 
Metropolitan of Melita. During his four 
years at the World Council of Churches 
in Geneva, Switzerland, he travelled wide- 
ly in Europe and is intimately acquainted 
with many Protestant and Anglican 
Churches and Church leaders, as well as 
with Church leaders in the United States. 
He holds the degree of Doctor of Sacred 
Theology from Harvard Divinity School 
and speaks French, English and Greek.

Tom Lewis Becomes 
Rector at Salinas 


The Rev. J. Thomas Lewis has become 
Rector of St. Paul’s Church in Salinas and, 
at the same time, has been appointed Gen- 
eral Presbyter of the Salinas Presbytery, 
according to announcement by Bishop 
Pike’s office. In both roles, he succeeds the 
Rev. Edward E. Hailwood, first General 
Presbyter of the area who is now Associate 
Rector at St. Mark’s Church in Glendale. 

The Rev. Mr. Lewis, before coming to 
Salinas, was Rector of Christ Church, 
Eureka. A native of Bosbury, Hereford- 
shire, England, he had his academic edu- 
cation there and received his Bachelor of 
Divinity degree at Virginia Theological 
Seminary. He has served churches in the 
Missionary District of Eastern Oregon and 
in the Diocese of Sacramento, was Rural 
Dean in both jurisdictions and was a mem- 
ber and President of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese of Sacramento. He 
has been three times a deputy to General 
Convention and three times a delegate to 
Synod. In the Diocese of Sacramento he 
also served as Chairman of the Department 
of Christian Social Relations. 

The Salinas Presbytery includes five 
churches. Among them are St. Paul’s; St. 
George's, Alisal; Good Shepherd, Corral 
de Tierra; Trinity, Gonzales; and Holy 
Spirit, North Salinas. The latter mission 
was founded as a project by the Salinas 
Presbytery. 

Bishop Pike instituted the Rev. Mr. 
Lewis on Sunday, November 22 at 8 p.m. 
Participating in the service were the Rev. 
George Ridgway, Vicar of St. James’ 
Church, Monterey, preacher, and the Rev. 
David St. L. Hill, Rural Dean of the Mon- 
terey Convocation and Rector of All Saints’ 
Church, Carmel, who read the Letter of 
Institution. Other clergy in the Presbytery 
and Convocation also took part in the pro- 
cession.

~The new $20,000 Parish Hall-Youth 
Center at the Church of the Good Shep- 
herd in Berkeley was dedicated in the late 
Fall by Bishop Shires. The dedication pro- 
gram followed a dinner at which more 
than 150 were in attendance. 

The new hall, designed by Julian Ford 
Taylor of Taylor and Benson Architects 
was constructed by the William D. Vezy 
Construction Company of Oakland. Nearly 
one third of the work on the hall was done 
by members of the congregation, according 
to the Rev. Lester L. Westling, Jr., Vicar 
of the church. Engineer on the building 
was Hollis M. Black of Berkeley. Supervis- 
ing the work were Hiram A. Jacobs, Jr., 
Warden of the church; John O'Connor, 
Superintendent of Buildings and Grounds, 
and Jerry Sharrock, chairman of the build- 
ing.

ARCHBISHOP IAKOVOS, ORTHODOX PRELATE 


SHARES THOUGHTS ON ‘CHURCH UNITY’ 


Archbishop Iakovos, head of the Greek 
Orthodox Church of North and South 
America, addressed the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church at their meet- 
ing at Cooperstown, New York in October 
on “The Role of the Ecumenical Patriar- 
chate and the work of the Holy Orthodox 
Church for Church unity throughout the 
world.” During the course of his address 
the Archbishop said “the reunion of the 
Churches will not come as a result of a 
minimum doctrinal agreement, nor will it 
come by concessions or by compromises of 
a sacramental or ritualistic nature.” 

“The ‘Union of Churches’ is, in a sense, 
already in existence. If all Christian 
Churches believe in Christ, it is Christ who 
unifies us. Any other union would be su- 
perfluous. What is needed more than any- 
thing else for the ecclesiastical reunion of 
which we speak today is: the unity of our 
heart; the fortification of respect and trust 
in our relationship; a united front on the 
face of the disturbing domestic interna- 
tional issues; and humble witnessing for 
Christ in the total giving of ourselves to 
the service of His Gospel.” In addition 
to his role as head of the Greek Orthodox 
Church on this Continent, Archbishop 


Iakovos is a President of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches. A naturalized citizen of 
the United States, he was born Dimitrios 
A. Coucouziz on the Island of Imbros, Tur- 
key, in 1911. Of Greek ancestry, he first 
came to the United States in 1939. He was 
Dean of the Greek Orthodox Cathedral in 
Boston, Mass., at the time he was named 
Metropolitan of Melita. During his four 
years at the World Council of Churches 
in Geneva, Switzerland, he travelled wide- 
ly in Europe and is intimately acquainted 
with many Protestant and Anglican 
Churches and Church leaders, as well as 
with Church leaders in the United States. 
He holds the degree of Doctor of Sacred 
Theology from Harvard Divinity School 
and speaks French, English and Greek.

He has served churches in the 
Missionary District of Eastern Oregon and 
in the Diocese of Sacramento, was Rural 
Dean in both jurisdictions and was a mem- 
ber and President of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese of Sacramento. He 
has been three times a deputy to General 
Convention and three times a delegate to 
Synod. In the Diocese of Sacramento he 
also served as Chairman of the Department 
of Christian Social Relations.

Seen as Possibility

investigating the possibility of the forma- 
tion of an Episcopal college in the Eighth 
Province. 


It has been the feeling of these men that 
the importance of religion is lost in the 
large secular schools. At an age when the 
young adults are forming their opinions 
and feelings on many important items 
which will influence their future life, the 
thing which should be of the most impor- 
tance is often neglected. 


One of the prime objectives is to form 
a school which will cater to the eighth 
province without being a burden or finan- 
cial responsibility to any of the member 
dioceses. 


With these thoughts in mind, as well as 
the known difficulties involved in the for- 
mation of a co-education college, with high 
academic standards, Mr. Trimble has been 
seeking feelings and advice from educa- 
tors, religious leaders and his fellow 
churchmen. He, and clergy from the Dio- 
cese of California, looked into the possi- 
bility of a site on the Monterey peninsula.

BISHOPS TAKE STEPS 


TOWARD REACTOR GOAL 


The Rt. Rev. Malcolm Peabody, Bishop 
of the Diocese of Central New York, who 
was Chairman of the Committee on the 
Nuclear Reactor for St. Paul’s University, 
Tokyo, Japan, gave a report at the recent 
meeting of the House of Bishops in Coop- 
erstown, New York, during which he in- 
dicated that many of the Dioceses had 
fallen far short of their goal. Citing the 
goal of $360,000 as one which had been 
accepted by the General Convention of the 
Church, meeting at Miami Beach last year, 
Bishop Peabody appealed to the Bishops 
present to sign a pledge for whatever ad- 
ditional amount his Diocese might be ac- 
counted. Bishops present raised the amount 
to $275,000 in pledges, less than $100,000 
short of the goal. At the close of the ses- 
sion, the Presiding Bishop expressed his 
own personal appreciation to Bishop Pea- 
body and to the other members of the 
Committee on the Nuclear Reactor for 


Japan. 
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FORMER CALIFORNIAN 
SENT TO FORMOSA 


Ah Veng Loh, former director of Chris- 
tian Education for the Diocese of Eau 
Claire and a graduate of St. Margaret's 
House, has become the first woman worker 
to be sent by the Episcopal Church to For- 
mosa. A native of Shanghai, China, she 
came to Saint Margaret's in 1949 and upon 
completing work for her graduate degree 
was unable to return home to China, which 
had by then fallen into the hands of the 
Communists. She instead became a field 
worker in Battle Mountain, Nevada, which 
post she held until 1955 when she as- 
sumed the Christian Education post in Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin. In her new assignment, 
Miss Loh will work under Canon Charles 
P. Gilson, who is in general charge of 
Episcopal Church functions on that island. 
There are 1600 Episcopalians in Formosa 
but only one church building. St. John’s 
Church, Taipeh, has 600 members while 
the other 1000 communicants are divided 
into six congregations along the Formosan 
coast. 

In accepting this assignment, Miss Loh 
joins the ranks of more than 200 women 
who have gone out to the Mission Field 
from Saint Margaret’s House since the 
school was established in 1909.

guidance is needed. It would be most en- 
couraging if the clerical profession selected 
youths and gave them opportunity to read 
lessons, many find it very impressive and 
uplifting to hear a good boy reader, in a 
church or a cathedral.

Are we getting lost in a maze of mate- 
rial structure with a cross atop? The ugli- 
ness and evil from the problem of “Juve- 
nile Violence” is surely becoming a per- 
manent characteristic in our midst. This 
growth of senseless violence has become 
the greatest challenge to every resident in 
America. To give individualized attention 
to problem children, would make its super- 
vision meaningful, helpful, and worth- 
while. 


Quoting from a sermon given in Grace 
Cathedral, San Francisco, “These children 
do not break God’s law; they break them- 
selves against that law.” Because the crime 
problem is complex, is no reason for the 
citizenry to be indifferent, or irresponsible. 


I believe an advisory council of magis- 
trates, psychologists and the learned lead- 
ers of our churches would help people 
greatly in countering this immediate men- 
ace to our way of life. 
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TEACHER REPORTS ON TRAINING SESSION 
HELD IN MOUNT DIABLO PRESBYTERY

“What is Christian Education? 

“How do we plan a lesson? 

“What do we do with the problem child? 

“How do we involve parents? 

“What curriculum is best to use? 

“How do we apply teaching aids to the 
subject to be covered?” 


These are just a few of the many ques- 
tions left unanswered after the Mt. Diablo 
Presbytery took the plunge and conducted 
an all-day Teacher Training orientation 
program late in September. 


Eighty teachers from the six churches 
gathered at St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, where 
the program was carried out by the one 
area Director of Christian Education and 
Presbytery Clergy Representative — de- 
signed around the needs expressed through 
letters of inquiry sent to each church. 


The morning was devoted to pointing 
up methods of teaching. This was kicked 
off by a skit in which the clergy of the 
churches involved played the roles of typi- 


cal (but exaggerated) ten-year-old boys’ 


in a Church School class conducted by an 
authoritative and content-minded teacher. 
This served many purposes, all equally im- 
portant. (1) To cement relationships be- 
tween the clergy and teachers; (2) to serve 
as an ice-breaker in a crowd that was large 
and unacquainted with each other; and 
(3) through the hilarity of the skit, to 
point up the strengths and w of 
teaching. 

After a period of “buzzing” in groups, 
the same cast returned to put on another 
skit, playing the same roles except for the 
teacher, whose role now was to use the 
Seabury approach. Another period of time 
was spent in the same small discussion 
groups, where the teaching methods were 
compared. 

In the afternoon session, we dealt with 
teaching aids, and were very fortunate to 
have in one of our churches a resource per- 
son to draw upon whose profession is in 
the audio-visual field. He gave the presen- 
tation dealing with the what, why, and how 
of audio-visual aids. This was followed by 
a demonstration of aids used and con- 
tributed by the several churches (such 
things as flannelboard, puppets, dioramas, 
film slides, etc.). The remainder of time 
was spent in departmental groups, apply- 
ing these aids to the various grade levels. 
An experienced resource person sat in on 
each group discussion. 

As you can see, a great deal of ground 


was covered, skipping only lightly over the 
surface. This was how it had been planned. 
The feedback proved very encouraging, 
and reinforced our belief that there was 
real value in this type of training. The big 
question now remained —where do we 
go from here? The PMRs had provided us 
with enough inquiries to carry on forever. 
How were we to do the best job we could 
with as large a group as this? 


The conclusion we came to was this — 
to pick up on the many unanswered ques- 
tions at the supervisory level — monthly 
training meetings to be held at the various 
churches in the Presbytery. These meetings 
are to include all people responsible for 
the training of teachers (DREs, Church 
School Superintendents, Departmental Su- 
pervisors, etc.) , who will in turn train their 
own particular teachers. We hope also to 
be able to present and to explain what our 
National Council has in mind for us, feel- 
ing that much of the criticism of it stems 
from ignorance, and the fact that it hasn't 
been tried. We look for real growth for all 
in this Presbytery training program, as 
many heads are put together in an earnest 
desire to strengthen the Christian Educa- 
tion programs of our own Parish or 
Mission. 


Watsonville Parish

Certainly one of the most attractive par- 
ish leaflets now coming to Pacific Church- 
man is the “Sursum Corda” of All Saints’ 
Parish in Watsonville, California. The 
leaflet is of a special interest, since it is 
designed and printed by the men of All 
Saints’ Parish on their own printing equip- 
ment. The men of the parish recently pur- 
chased an offset lithography plant and are 
now doing printing as a means of raising 
funds for the church’s work. According to 
the Rector, the Rev. Reginald Rossen, they 
are prepared to do all sorts of printing for 
the parishes and missions of the Diocese 
and Fr. Rossen has requested that anyone 
who is interested im inquiring further 
about this be in touch with him.

Peripatetic Bell Graces Grace, Martinez; 


for Proper Reusing 


A lovely old bell rings from a frame in 
Grace Church Yard, Martinez. It really 
deserves a handsome bell tower for what 
it hopes will be ics last move. 

The bell has an interesting history and 
is looking toward a glorious future. 

The first Grace Episcopal Church io 
Mostines was built 90 years ago, and was 
dedicated by the Re. Rev. 
ham Kip, First 
July 10, 1870. The sum of $300.00 was 
raised through the efforts of the Rev. Henry 
B. Monges and a Judge Brown for the pur- 
chase of the bell five years later. It was 
cast by the W. T. Garratt Company of Sam 
Francisco im 1875 and is the second oldest 
bell im Martinez. 

Two hundred doliars was the total cost 
of the original tower. The ladies of the 
Guild put om a festival om November 10 
and 11, 1875 to raise the $180.00 needed 
to complete the payment for it. 

That church was sold im 1941 and the 
bell was stored at the ranch of T. O. Ed- 
wards. It was thought that he was using it, 
but im a letter to Mr. Fred Upham he stated 
that he never mounted it. 


In 1949 Mr. Upham put on am imtensive 
campaign, assisted by imterested church 
members, to raise funds for a bell tower 
on the church om Mellus Street. That was 
installed im Jume, 1949, at a cost of $178.00. 


That building and tower was sold to the 
Lutheran Church four years ago and the 

om the mew church. At 
to evem better advantage if it had a tower.

Chapel Remodeling Starts

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Oklahoma 
Joins Episcopal List 


California is no ionger “alone” im the 
Anglican Communion im the development 
of Presbyteries, according to word received 
by Pacific Churchman from the Rev. J. L. B. 
Williams, Rector of Grace Church, Musko- 
gee, Oklahoma. Mr. Williams writes that 
he and two other clergymen have formed 
what is to be knowm as the Sequoyah Pres- 
bytery im Oklahoma and have included 
twelve Lay Readers im the Presbytery or- 
ganization. Object of the new Presbytery 
is to establish preaching stations at strategic 
population centers and to mam them with 
Lay Readers, thus keeping the clergy free 
for most effective action. 

He also says that, as a result of the foun- 
dation of the Presbytery, a considerable 
amount of lay Bible study has been done. 
Finally, plans are now under way for the 
establishment of a conference center im the 
area as a Presbytery project. This center 
will be known as the American Center for 
Theological Studies, Inc. 

The first activity of the new Presbytery 
was the holding of a conference for persons 
engaged to be married. 

The Diocese of California had pioneered 
in the establishment of Presbyteries, the 
first being established in the Paso Robles 
area. It is anticipated that other Dioceses 
in the American Church will undertake 
this form of organization as the Presbytery 
plan continues to prove its merit.

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CHURCH ARMY OFFICER POINTS TO NEED 
OF DEDICATED LAY WITNESS IN CHURCH

The Church has yet to experience the 
power of a true lay ministry. When this 
happens the prophecy of Billy Sunday 
about the “reawakening of the Episcopal 
Church” will become a reality. There are 
indications and signs that this may be hap- 
pening by the emphasis throughout the 
Church on lay-evangelism. 

What is more nearly meant by this term 
“lay evangelism” is lay witnessing. The 
Church Army believes that witnessing laity 
win souls for Christ and His Church. This 
is axiomatic and accepted by everyone but 
seldom operative in the normal context of 


Episcopal liturgical practice and parish 
life. 


Lay witnessing was an integral part of 
the common life and worship of the early 
Christian community. This is obscure be- 
cause St. Paul refers to this ministry as 
prophesy. We equate prophecy in the New 
Testament with prophecy in the Old Testa- 
ment. The two may not be the same. New 
Testament prophecy is confused further by 
its relationship to speaking in tongues as 
found in I Corinthians 14. 

If we choose to disregard the references 
to speaking in tongues in this chapter and 
when the word “prophesy” occurs substi- 
tute the word we read “. . . earnestly de- 
sire the spiritual gifts, especially that you 
may prophesy” . . . he who prophesies 


speaks to men for their upbuilding and 
encouragement and consolation. He who 
prophesies is greater than he who speaks 
in tongues. But if all prophesy, and an un- 
believer or outsider enters, he is convicted 
by all, ... Let two or three prophets speak, 
and let the others weigh what is said.” 

These and the context from which they 
are taken constitute the biblical references 
and authority for lay witness. It must be 
noted that St. Paul insists that such ac- 
tivity must be “weighed” and that it be 
done “one by one” and finally that this 
among other things “should be done de- 
cently and in order.” 

The realization of the validity and power 
of lay witness opens the door for the selec- 
tive and wise use of laity for lay witness as 
a normal expression of the life and min- 
istry of the Church. The layman who has 
“testified” within the congregation is more 
apt to witness for Christ in his daily life. 
Only by moving from the emphasis on 
“being” into the act of “doing” does the 
layman become a witness. 

For lay evangelism or lay witness the 
next step to be taken by the Episcopal 
Church is to begin the practice of having 
lay witness at almost every service and at 
every meeting. The lives of such lay wit- 
nesses must substantiate what they say. It 
is not enough just to proclaim the Gospel. 
Men, today, need to see how it affects and 
changes the lives of other men. 


At Saratoga Church 


The Santa Clara Convocation was host 
to an Acolytes Festival at St. Andrew's 
Church, Saratoga on Saturday, November 
21. Called for the purpose of forming an 
organized group for young men serving 
at the altar and for offering specific fel- 
lowship for these young men with their 
clergy and adult leaders, the Acolyte Con- 
ference was proclaimed an “unqualified 
success” by the Rev. Roy Strasburger, Vicar 
of St. Andrew's who acted as Chairman of 
the organizing committee. The day began 
at 10:00 a.m. when the young men met for 
Morning Prayer and Holy Communion. 
Following this was an organizational meet- 
ing with lunch at 12:30 p.m. at which 
Bishop Pike was speaker. After lunch an 
athletic contest was held and the meeting 
ended in the middle of the afternoon. 

The Bishop’s Servers’ Guild of Saint 
Andrew's Church was sponsor of the initial 
event. Every church was asked to send at 
least three of their Acolytes and they were 
vested to form the procession for the Serv- 
ice. Following the close of the meeting, it 
was indicated that this would be the first 
in a series of such meetings within the 
Santa Clara convocation.

These included the resignation of the 
Bishop of Olympia, who will become Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Anglican Commun- 
ion; the Bishop of Central New York, who 
is retiring; the Bishop of Western Michi- 
gan, who is retiring; the Bishop of the Mis- 
sionary District of Nevada, who is newly- 
elected Coadjutor of Olympia; and the Suf- 
fragan Bishop of Los Angeles, who will 
become Director of Development for 
Episcopal Theological Seminary.

A column devoted to the 
task of education

Last month the visit of Chairman 
Khrushchev provided us with a clue to edu- 
cation. Now another headline challenges 
us to evaluate the meaning of education to 
our citizens. Not since the dismissal of a 
large number of the senior class at West 
Point a few years ago has the academic 
scene been shaken by such a scandal as the 
admission by Dr. Charles Yan Doren that 
he had both cheated and lied. Here was 
one who had earned the respect of millions 
as a man of integrity and learning. And 
now this national idol has fallen pathetic- 
ally into disgrace—a victim of greedy 
commercial interests but also a betrayer of 
his profession. 


It is to be hoped, as he bravely affirmed, 
that both he and the T.V. industry will 
have benefited by these shocking revela- 
tions. But certainly there is here a parable 
which should help us sharpen our thinking 
about our educational task, its goals and 
its methods. 


The fact is that ignorant men, who 
found themselves in a position of power 
in the television industry, were able to 
exploit the gifts of talented minds and 
weak wills. There is no doubt that it took 
brilliant intellectual ability combined with 
rare dramatic skills to appear as a con- 
testant. I doubt seriously whether I could 
have recalled the intricate answers to six- 
part questions under these circumstances 
even if I had been given the opportunity 
to look them up in advance. The quiz pro- 
grams demonstrated the existence of pho- 
tographic memories and other human vir- 
tues as well as frailties. But ultimately they 
were based upon a vain belief that educa- 
tion can be measured by our ability to pro- 
duce factual knowledge. In most of the 
contests it was never apparent what dif- 
ference this information made either to 
the participants or to the audience. 


Mt. Diablo Presbytery 
Holds P.L. Conference 


Parish Life Conference for Mt. Diablo 
Presbytery was held on Friday, October 23, 
with conferees coming from several of the 
churches in the Presbytery. The Rev. Canon 
Trevor Hoy, Director of Education for the 
Diocese of California, conducted the con- 
ference. Host parish for the conference was 
St. Michael’s and All Angels’ in Concord, 
where the Rev. Philip J. Daunton is Rec- 
tor, 


Now it is good for us to be better in- 
formed than we are about the origins of 
the Faith in Scripture and history. Recently 
the Rev. Thomas Pendell reported in the 
Christian Century the wretched results of 
a simple quiz he gave his congregation one 
Sunday morning instead of the sermon. 
He changed the questions, he said, between 
the first and second services so that there 
would be no “cribbing”! He discovered 
that only 58% could identify Gospels, 
23% Pentecost, 18% the Exile, and con- 
cluded that only 17% of his people had a 
reasonable knowledge of the Bible; 20% 
had a sketchy knowledge and 63% were 
Biblically illiterate. And this, we should 
remember, was in a Methodist group that 
has traditionally been more involved in 
adult Bible study. Obviously these statistics 
confirm the necessity for us to proclaim 
the heritage and content of the Gospel 
more effectively. 

But even as we try to do this we must 
ask ourselves why so much of this knowl- 
edge, which must have been received in 
the course of classes and sermons, had been 
forgotten. We also have to consider 
whether or not the accumulation of many 
facts is the essential purpose of our edu- 
cational endeavor. 

Again, as we look at the tragic finale 
played by Charles Van Doren — enduring 
an isolation far more terrible than any that 
had been staged in a booth under the Klieg 
lights of a studio— we see how incom- 
plete his education was. For, as he has fre- 
quently repeated, he did not understand 
the world in which he lived nor did he 
understand himself. He, who believed that 
a “liberal education” was a “liberating” 
education had lost: his freedom when he 
turned from the pursuit of truth to the 
pursuit of gain, and had to serve the agents 
of Mammon. 

Perhaps, then, we in our churches will 
now be persuaded to ponder the goals as 
well as the methods of our classes and study 
groups. Perhaps, however, unsuccessfully, 
we have been too anxious to produce little 
Van Dorens who can recite the right an- 
swers. At times we may even have been 
dazzled by their performance and tempted 
to believe our job as teachers has been 
accomplished. 

One lesson, however, we might well 
learn from these events is that there are 
many dimensions to the learning process. 
We cannot neglect any of these, for if we 
do we may be no better than the producers 
of the “$64,000 Question.” We may be 
feeding the right answers to young minds 
in classes which are isolated from the reali- 


ties of this world. We may not be permit- 
ting those whom we would teach enough 
opportunity to face themselves in the con- 
text of their present circumstances. It is 
easier and more comfortable to talk about 
things as they were in centuries past, or of 
things as we wish they would be; than to 
regard them boldly as they are. 


In so far as we do this in our classes, we 
are as guilty as the TV producer of manip- 
ulation and fraud. The recent scandals may 
yet have a redemptive influence on our 
schools and congregations if they lead each 
one of us to ask of the way in which we 
would live together and communicate the 
Gospel of Christ: “Is it rigged?” 


Here is a question which is peculiarly 
embarrassing as we try to untangle the 
pious and secular celebrations surrounding 
the birth of our Lord. The Church is in 
the world to change the world because 
God sent His Son for that purpose. But 
the world, and its values are also infiltrat- 
ing the Church and distorting our com- 
memoration of that historic event. Will 
our Christmas 1959 A.D. be rigged?

Rev. Gerard Mundy under whose vigorous 
leadership a Church School has been 
opened in an adjoining area where sessions 
are being held in the Armenian Church at 
the nine o'clock hour. 


In the afternoon I attended a tea given 
in their Berkeley home by Dean and Mrs. 
Brownell to honor the Rev. and Mrs. 
Shunji Nishi, our new University of Cali- 
fornia Chaplain for graduate students and 
faculty. Many of the University faculty 
and their wives were present along with 
other interested members of the city. In a 
sense Dr. Nishi is returning home for he 
spent the first year of his seminary train- 
ing at the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific. We are happy in the advance step 
in our college work program particularly 
in view of the fact that the University of 
California has on its Berkeley campus the 
largest number of graduate students in the 
nation. 


The following Sunday I confirmed a very 
large class at St. Edward’s, Cambrian Park, 
one of our newer mission churches in the 
San Jose area, lunching afterwards with 
the Vicar and his wife, the Rev. and Mrs. 
William Halstead in their delightful home, 
a house formerly owned by Bishop and 
Mrs. Sanford. The service was particularly 
impressive in that there were at least ten 
or twelve married couples presented for 
confirmation in the class. The church is 
growing at such a rate, that while the new 
church building is but a year old, the con- 
gregation is now finding it necessary to 
build another building. We are grateful 
both for the Vicars’ vision and the devo- 
tion of the people. 


In the afternoon I had the pleasure of 
dedicating the. fine new all purpose church 
building at the eastern edge of San Jose, 
St. Philip’s, Alum Rock. The work here is 
the culmination of much praying and plan- 
ning and labor on the part of a sizeable 
cangregation under the leadership of the 
Rev. Stuart Anderson. This part of San 
Jose on the slopes of the high hills is bound 
to have significant growth. 


About the middle of the month I set off 
by plane for the meeting of the House of 
Bishops at Cooperstown, New York. This 
is in the area of my boyhood and I went a 
day early to see a few old friends and rela- 
tives. After fifty years absence there are 
not too many left. The meeting of the 
House of Bishops was easily the most sig- 
nificant of any I have attended for ten 
years, both in the spirit of the House and 
in the telling of advance in missionary 
commitments. After years of forced with- 
drawal in the Far East it is most encourag- 
ing to know that we are going back, under-

new old friendships among the Bishops, 
several of whom were in Seminary with 
me. After the meeting I drove to Boston 
with Bishop Lawrence to visit my son and 
his family who are now at the Episcopal 
Theological School in Cambridge where 
Henry is teaching in the New Testament 
Department. The modern jet virtually an- 
nihilates time and space, and in a few 
hours after leaving Boston I was back in 
San Francisco where Miss Goodwin was 
kind enough to meet me at the airport. 
The next day I drove down to San Jose 
for a meeting of the Convocation of Santa 
Clara in historic old Trinity Church. After 
a fine dinner we repaired to the Church 
where, after Evening Prayer, an interesting 
session under the guidance of the Dean, the 
Rev. David Graham, kept us busy until 
ten o'clock. On Wednesday I represented 
the Diocese at the Convocation of Marin, 
the Rev. Harold Hallett presiding. Here 
the meeting was held at St. Paul’s Church, 
San Rafael. Again there was a fine repre- 
sentation from the churches of the area 
whose new dean, elected at the meeting, 
will be the Rev. Murray Hammond.

missions of the Diocese, as well as admin- 
istrative duties in a number of other areas. 
The new Bishop-Elect is currently Chair- 
man of the Department of Missions and 
will bring to his new administrative duties 
wide experience, both in this post and as 
Dean of the Convocation of Oakland, a 
post he has held since 1958. 


Immediately after the election, requests 
were sent out for consents from the major- 
ity of Bishops and Standing Committees 
of the Church. These consents are pre- 
requisite to the setting of a date for the 
consecration of the new Bishop. Spokes- 
men for Bishop Pike’s office, however, in- 
dicated that the consecration date will 
probably be set early in 1960, assuming, 
of course, that the consents are immedi- 
ately forthcoming. As Pacific Churchman 
went to press many of these consents had 
already been received and it appeared 
likely that a majority would be in hand 
within a very short time. 


The Rev. George Richard Millard was 
born in Dunsmuir, California, in the Dio- 
cese of Sacramento in 1914. He took his 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 1935 from the 
University of California and was granted 
the Bachelor of Divinity degree in 1938 by 
Episcopal Theological School, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. He was ordained deacon in 
July, 1938, by Bishop A. W. Noel Porter 
of Sacramento and priest in 1939 by Bish- 
op Henry Knox Sherrill, then Bishop of 
Massachusetts and later Presiding Bishop 
of the Episcopal Church. 


Mr. Millard served as curate of St. 
James’ Church, New York City, 1938-39; 
curate of St. John’s Church, Waterbury, 


Connecticut, 1939-41; Locum Tenens of 
St. James: Church, Danbury, Connecticut, 
1941-43; and rector of the Danbury 
Church from 1943 until 1951. 

In 1951 Mr. Millard became Rector of 
Christ Church, Alameda, a post that he 
has held since that time. He became Dean 
of the Convocation of Oakland in 1958 
and is currently serving as Chairman of 
the Diocesan Department of Missions. He 
also served a term on the Board of Examin- 
ing Chaplains and on the Standing Com- 
mittee and has been Chairman of the 
Commission on Approaches to Unity. He 
is on the Armed Forces Commission of the 
Diocese and is a Chaplain in the California 
National Guard, holding the rank of major. 

Mrs. Millard is the former Mary Louise 
Gessling of Oakland. The couple has three 
children, George, 18, Martha, 14, and 
Joseph, 12. 
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
